l-iwoigk) , Russian minister lu Den- 
mark, who formerly was iu Tokio, is 
regarded as siguittcaut. 



The above means little except that 
it is a change from the original In- 
tention of the planters, according 
10 local tobacco men. The recent to- 
bacco growers' movement tied up 
about eighty tier rent, of the tobacco 
In the Clarksville and Hopkinsville 
district, and about ten tier rent. In 
the Paducah district. The farmers 
idedgcd themselves In these rases 
I 10 sell only for a certain price or bet- 
ter. An effort was also made to 
“finance” the movement on a larger 
scale, which fell through. 

The farmera' organisation, It 
seems from the above, has now de- 
cided to prize its own tobacco nnd 
pul it on the market through the va- 
rious warehouses in Paducah. Clarks- 
ville, Mayfield and Hopkinsville, 
which will prevent (.nuisville hand- 
ling a single hogshead of It. The 
planters. It Is understood, will estab- 
lish prizing stations throughout the 
district, one nt Fulton, one ut Mur- 
ray. one nt Mayfield, one at Hopkins- 
ville. nnd in other places, also, but 
Just where has not been fully derid- 
ed. If is reported that one may la* 
established In Paducah, hut It Is 
not fully settled. 

The buyers consider Ihe action of 
the association, as set forth above, 
as another roncession to the buyers, 
as the original intention of Ihe plant- 
ers was to only sell direct to the big 
tobarqp agents in Ihe east, while they 
now deride to sell through the va- 
rious warehouses after they have 
prized the tobacco themselves. 



Mayor Yelser says that his defer- 
mlnntinn to enforce the Sunduy clos- 
ing law Is Just as effective In the mat- 
ter of drug stores as saloons, nnd he 
will treat all aflke. 

‘You may say for me, that I In- 
tend to revoke the license of any 
drug store found guilty of selling liq- 
uor on Hunday as I will the aaloona, 
because they have no more right to 
•'ll liquor on the .Sabbath and vio- 
late the law than the saloons." 

Mayor Yelser staled that as long 
as there was a law governing this 
matter he Intended enforcing II and 
would play no favorites. Drug 
stores carry a retail liquor license 
and come under the provision of the 
law the same as saloons. 

It has been reported to the mayor 
that some of the drug stores have 
been taking advantage of the “dry 
Sundays,” and have done a land-of- 
fice business In booze. The mayor 
says they have no right to sell whis- 
key except by prescription, and he 
will see that they do not. 

Tomorrow promises to he one of 
the tightest Sundays on record. It 
will he impossible to buy a drop of 
liquor, and as a result there is al- 
ready a big rush in Jug and bottles. 
The police expect more drunks to- 
morrow than for many months, be- 
cause when the people have to buy it 
in big lots they are not careful about 
how much they drink.

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Capt. Theodore Steyer, one of the 
most prominent men of Southern Il- 
linois, died at his home in Golconda 
last night at 11:45 o'clock from gen- 
eral debility. He had been In had 
health for several years, and a sud- 
den turn for the worse yesterday re- 
sulted In relatives being summoned 
to his bedside, dissolution taking 
place shortly before midnight. 

Capt. Steyer was father of Mra. 
Frank Boyd, of North Fifth street, 
Paducah, and had many friends 
here. He t\ns horn in Germany 7k 
years ago, and came to America In 
1K48. He located shortly after he 
arrived at Golconda, and had spent 
a life of Industry, usefulness and 
contentment there. 

Capt. Steyer was most of the time 
In the milling business, and for many 
years also owned the wharfhoat at 
Golconda. Ho was for twelve years 
county school superintendent of 
Pope county. III., and was for eight 
years mayor of Oolcondt, showing 
the confidence and esteem the people 
who knew him always had in him. 

A few years ago age began to tell 
on him, and he retired from business 
to enjoy the fruits of a successful 
business career. Fast summer he be- 
gan to get worse, and for several 
months past his decline had been 
rapid. 

Capt. Steyer came from a German 
family of prominence, his father hav- 
ing been postmaster-general of the 
German Empire for twenty years. 
Capt. Steyer was married to a Scotch 
woman, Miss Senn, who preceded 
him to the grave. He leaves to 
mourn his death four children, three 
daughters and one son. These are: 
Mrs. Frank Uoyd, Paducah, Mrs. Ter- 
hune, Memphis, Mrs. Emma Foun- 
tain, of Colorado Springs. Col., and 
Mr. Churles Steyer, of Texas. 

(’apt. Steyer was a prominent Ma- 
son, and a member of Paducah lodge 
of Elks. He was a highly Intelli- 
gent, social gentleman, and It was a 
pleasure to know him. He frequent- 
ly visited his daughter here, and 
met many Paducah people. Capt. 
Steyer stood high In the esteem of ull 
the prominent public men of Illinois, 
and had he cared anything for poli- 
tics, might have years ago made his 
mark In the political arena.

Is no nearer helnc 
ready for service than It was threy 
month* ago. 

"I coincide with Mayor Yelser In 
a measure" one doctor remarked this 
t.iornlng, "relative to furnishing the 
hospital. We understand the city has 
not money but I favor borrowing 
■t some way and going uhead with 
the furnishing of the Institution. ' 
have received many letters and com- 
munications from furnishing hotts-s 
wanting to furniBh the hospital, and 
will turn all my correspondence on 
this matter over to the mayor. If 
we buy everything at once, we can 
get a big discount and Instead of 
paying a big price to furnish lit 1 1.

The boards have yet to pass the 
resolution providing for a board of 
managers. The original resolution 
was so interlined that the lower 
board could not tell what was really 
wanted, anil referred It back for re- 
vision and to be written clearly. The 
i.ortors will urge that the matter be 
taken up at the next meetings nnd 
settled so active steps toward furnish 
ing ran be taken.

I lowed under the then existing treaty. 

The facts showed that t'he presi- 
dent was authorized by congress to 
grant a reduction of 20 per rent up- 
on all merchandise Imported from 
Cuba to the United States on and af- 
ter ten days subsequent to the rat I- 
Oratlon hy this government of the 
Cuban convention or treaty. This rat- 
iflratlon occurred March 31, 1904. 

The Importation upon which the test 
suit was brought was Imported be- 
tween July 14 and September 9, 
1903. The collector at that time as- 
sessed the sugar demanding full du- 
ties, there existing at. that time no 
law under which the reduction could 
have been granted. Subsequently the 
convention was ratified and the 
American Sugar company appealed

"When smallpox was discovered In 
I he hotel/' Mayor Yelaer explained, 
"n carpet and some bedding were In 
ken lo a house fitted up for Mr. Nel- 
roi/* family, and Col. Dale present- 
ed a bill for $ 80 , wlhch Is exorbi- 
tant. 1 think, Inasmuch as Mr. Wiee- 
Us has told me the goods were never 
worth half that much. The city does 
lot want lo do anything but what Is 
right by Col. Dale, but If he Is going 
Into court we want to bo prepared 
end will have the goods ready tor an 
IhFpeetion.'' 

Mayor Yelser further stated that 
six negroes taken from steamhonts 
were in tho pest house. This Is one 
expense tho rlty must hear and is 
one of the hardest to pay. Mayor Yfd- 
oer stated that negroes are frequent- 
ly unloaded from boats with well 
developed cases of smallpox and the 
city was forced to send them Into 
quarantine In the post house for Its 
own protection.

Louisville, Ky.. Mar. 11— Caleb 
Powers yesterday completed five 
years In Jail. He was arrested on 
March 10, llHiO. at Lexington, on an 
indictment from the Franklin court, 
churging him with engaging In a 
conspiracy to bring about the death 
of William Goebel. On March 10. 
1905. he Is In jail here awaiting hi* 
fourth trial. 

Powers' cane has become one of 
nnttonal Interest, and he Is today, 
doubtless, the most noted prisoner 
In the United States. He has been 
tried three times, there being two 
verdicts of life imprisonment and 
one Inflicting the death penalty. The 
court of appeala has reversed all 
these findings and has sent the rase 
bark for another trial. 

The way In which Powers has 
borne up unjler his troubles and has 
endured his live years' Imprisonment 
has won many friends for him, even 
among those prejudiced against him. 
Constant employment has been his 
salvation. He has kept his mind oc- 
cupied and has never permitted him- 
self to brood. Regular exercise bus 
kept him In fairly good physical con- 
dition, though he has been handi- 
capped by a constant stomach trouble 
The bad air of the prison Is what he 
has had chiefly to contend with. 

After five years' Imprisonment 
Powers finds himself now In the same 
position he wns on the day of his ar- 
rest.
